A Newspaper's Victims. 
The recent suicide of Judge Normile, in 
St. Louis, in a fit of depression caused 
by the strictures of The Post-Dispatch, 


is the leading sensation of the day. 


It seems that the judge was abnormally 
sensitive. He was of humble origin, and 
was a self-made man. Any reference to 
his early poverty mortified him, and when 


his judicial conduct was censured or | 
ridiculed, he felt that life was not worth 


living, About a year ago The Post-Dis- 
patch took advantage of his statement on 
the bench that he did not know how to 
act in a certain matter, and ridiculed him 
unmercifully. Finding that he was sen- 
sitive and easily annoyed, the newspaper 
kept up its attacks, and was sometimes 
brutally joffensive. Normile brought a 
libel suit, but the war continued, and, 
rather than murder the editor, the judge 
took his own life. 

The unfortunate man’s corpse was hard- 
ly cold before a Post-Dispatch reporter 
called at the house, and, naming the paper 
he represented, said: “I want to see the 
body, please.” It is unnecessary to say 
that the landlady shut the door in his face 
with a few vigorous remarks about the 
shameless impudence of his employers in 
sending him there after hounding Normile 
to death. 

It is hard to judge such cases. The 
newspaper criticisms that will not affect 
one man will drive another crazy. Some 
men are constitutionally so sensitive that 
when an attack is made upon them in 
print they see no way to meet it but to 
rush into the oblivion of death. It is 
useless to reason with such men—useless 
to tell them that they can make their 
stainless lives answer every unjust at- 
tack, and array the public on their side. 
When they feel the breath of censure 
they have received a mortal wound. 

It is a bad thing to be too sensitive. A 
blind man, crippled for life, has a better 
chance to get along in the world than a 
super-sensitive man. 


A Just Demand.

This 
is where money is needed the most and 
where it is always scarce. 

There is another thing for the financial 
experts to reflect over. The population in 
the regions where there is a continual 
money famine is much larger and more 
powerful politieally than the population 
in the money centers. If its just demands 
go unheeded, all sorts of heresies will 
push themselves to the front, and the 
comfortable financiers will find them- 
selves in trouble. 


The Cities Are Interested. 

Some of our esteemed contemporaries, 
in discussing the subject of road improve- 
ment, seem to be impressed with the idea 
that only the country people are to be 
benefited. This view is altogether too 
narrow. It might as well be said that 
only the cities are interested in railroad 
extension and improvement. The truth 
is the bonds between those who live in 
the cities and those who live in the coul 
try are so close and strong that their inter- 
ests cannot he considered separately ex- 
cept in the petty details of police regu- 
lation and protection, which combine to 
make about all there is to municipal gov- 
ernment. In all matters of public concern 
the interests of the people in the country 
are identical with those of the people in 
cities. Whatever benefits there may be 
in communal association may be enjoyed 
in some degree and at far less cost by 
those who live in the country. These 
benefits arise inevitably from improved 
roads, which bring neighbors closer to- 
gether and quicken the social impulses 
that lie dormant in the country. 

Yet every town and city, every organiz- 
ed community, is vitally interested in the 
condition of the roads of which it is the 
market center. The more important a 
city is—the more ambitious—the greater 
the necessities for good market roads. 
This is not a mere theory; it is a state 
ment that demonstrates a fact. It 18 
more important that 75,000 or a 100,000 
people should reap the benefits of good 
market roads than that two or three 
hundred farmers should be able to trans- 
port their produce more cheaply. 

Therefore, it should be borne in mind 
that cities and towns, with all their rail- 
road facilities, have obligations in other 
directions which they cannot escape. The 
question of good roads is as much an 
urban as it is a rural problem. Every 
resident of an organized’ community is 
as much interested in its prompt and for- 
tunate solution as the resident of a rural 
militia district. 

It is a question that should be dis- 
cussed on the very broadest grounds. 

“Sentimental Reasons.” 

Many newspapers and many people cen- 
sure Governor Buchanan for commuting 
Colonel King’s sentence, and their chief 
complaint is that he was controlled by 
“sentimenta} reasons.” 

People who are the first to sneer at 
sentiment, and the first to condemn a 
man for yielding to sentimental influences, 
have been known to go to war for senti- 
mental reasons, and they are always 
ready to justify the destruction of human 
life on a large scale when it will vindicate 
their patriotic sentiments. 

If it is so noble to destroy life under 
sentimental influences; why is it wrong 
to save it under the sentimental emotions 
caused by the suffering of an innocent 
wife and children? 

The fact is, sentiment rules the worid! 

The Washington Post very sensibly dis- 
misses the King case with this comment: 

It is one of those cases with all the details 
of which the general public is necessarily 
more or less unfamiliar. We must, there- 
fore, rest content in the belief that the legal 
gentlemen who intereeded for Colonel King’s 
life had reasonable grounds on which to base 
their intercession, and thut the governor was 
just, as well as merciful, in granting the com- 
mutation. 2

Some words passed and Jackson struck 
the brakeman and knocked him down. The 
negro ran back to the caboose and, picking 
up a shotgun, fired at Jackson. The charge 
took effect in Jackson’s face, and it was 
badly burnt by powder. 

The wounded man was put on the car 
and carried to Cartersville. There the negro 
was put under arrest. Jackson was brought 
to Atlanta yesterday morning and carried 
to the Grady hospital. 

His face was in a bad fix, and was ut- 
terly unrecognizable.

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THE NEW YOKK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, August 11,—There was little 
in ‘the stock market today outside of Coal 
shares and little of them outside of Reading, 
trading in which was extremely large, meas- 
ured by the standard which has prevailed of 
late, while its weakness gave tone to the 
whole market. There was conspicuous weak- 
ness only in Louisville and Nashville among 
the leading shares and the loss was partially 
recovered with a rally in the rest of the 
market. Reading at the same time showing 
a great recuperative power. The share list 
remained almost entirely barren of feature 
during the latter portion of the day, after 
the completion of the movement mentioned 
and the only feature of mote was the com- 
parative activity in Silver certificates, which 
rapidly settled down, sell below 83 for the 
first time since they were listed.

Mrs. Davis, the lady boarder, who helped 
to tear Young away from his wife while 
he was beating her, and who defied him to 
strike her, was with Mrs. Young. The 
witnesses in the case were all highly respect- 
ed people and seemed to be deeply wrought 
up over Young’s treatment of his wife. 

Mrs. Young told the story in a clear, 
comprehensive way, and as she talked a 
deep blush suffuased her cheeks. The crowd 
in the courtroom listened attentively to the 
lady’s testimony. She told the story, giving 
the facts in the case as given in yesterday's 
Constitution. She told of his return home 
in a drunken condition, of his coming into 
the parlor and attacking her. He had torn 
her clothing almost entirely from her per- 
son, she said, and had beaten her most 
unmercifully, after throwing her violently 
in the hall. 

Several of the boarders testified to the 
same facts. The testimony given was 
practically the same as the facts published 
in The Constitution of yesterday; there was 
no material difference. 

Recorder Calhoun asked Young for his 
statement of the case. He is a big corpulent 
fellow and looked at the recorder in a 
scared sort of way. 

“I guess I’m guilty,” said he. “I don’t 
remember; I was drunk. I don’t know what 
I did.“ 

„Jes.“ said Judge Calhoun, severely, “I 
guess you were and I will have to deal 
heavily with you. It is a case where I 
cannot be lenient. I will give you a fine of 
$25 and costs in the city case, and will 
bind you over to the city court on a state 
charge of wife beating.“ 

When the recorder announced his decision 
Mrs. Young arose and left the courtroom 
with Mrs. Davis. Young stood before the 
recorder half dazed, and gazed longingly 
after her. But she walked down the stair- 
way and went home. She said not a word 
to her husband, nor did she offer any aid. 
The boarders at Mrs. Yotng’s also left, and 
Young was put back in prison. Later in 
the day Young paid the fine and succeeded 
in giving bond. 


AN ORDER ISSUED 


Defining the Fire Limits. 


Chief Connolly has issued to every officer 
on mie force typewritten copies of section 595 
of the city code, defining the fire limits.

The section reads as follows: 

“Section 595. No person or persons shall 
build or erect, or cause to be built or erected, 
any house or houses for any purpose what- 
ever, the walls of which shall be constructed 
of — which shall be covered with any 
mat .othe® than fron, tin, slate, tiles, or 
something which shall be deemed and con- 
sidered fire proof, on any street or stress

BOUND OVER FOR WIFE BEATING, 


With His Wife and Little Ones as the 
Only Witnesses—He Is & 
Bostonian. 


J. H. Gowan, a nice looking, well-dressed 
man about thirty years of age, went to 
the city stockade for a term of thirty days 
yesterday afternoon. : 

He presented a striking contrast dressed 
in faultless attire as he was, to the ragged 
and unwashed throng that Uncle Jimmie 
Parrish hustled into Bruce Harris's big van 
to be carried to the stockade. 

Gowan appeared listless and indifferent, 
and looked at times as if he were in a dream.
